This action is responsive to the communication filed March 4, 2002. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The claim has numerous grammatical errors, such as "for 

recovery" in line 1 1 , "in formed" in line 13, "the movement" in line 15 and "seals means" 

in line 20. There is no proper antededant basis for "the valve battery body" in the last 

line. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 684 416. 
Element D is the insertion piece. 

Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not deemed to be 
persuasive. EP 0 684 416 includes seal 20. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is, in the alternative, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over EP 0 684 416 in view of EP 0 771 980. In the event that the "seals 

means" recitation should be interpreted to mean an O-ring, EP 0 771 980 teaches a 
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similar mixing valve with insert 30 having an O-ring seal. It would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made for one of ordinary skill in the art to have used an CD- 
ring as shown by EP 0 771 980 in place of the seal 20 of EP 0 684 416 as a cost saving 
measure, for example. 

Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
